"Darwin does not attempt to explain 
the beginning of thing.s" Ignorance of 
this fact, accurdliig to I'lofe.s.sor Caj-rio 
.M. Derrick, who iiddressed the Biologi- 
cal Society yesterday afternoon, leads 
to much of the present antagonism 
against the distinguished scientist who 
Is ranked with CopiTiiicus for hi..; 
work for the advancement of science. 

MIsF Derrick. .McOifi'e po)>ular Pro- 
te.ssor of Morphological Botany in the 
short thne at her disposal was able 
to ^-iM; .1 \ery interesting and concise 
IcLiure on the recent work done lii 
ICvulutionury circles. Hhe di.«cussed 
the work done to prove that intelli- 
gence is herldlûiry. Jllce were trained, 
according to the e.^ponent of this 
iheory, an American professor, to run 
■to their food at a certain signal, name- 
ly the ringing of a bell. At first tho 
bell had to be rung thr-je hundred 
limes, but after several generations 
of mice were born, not more than five 
rings would cause the deeendents of 
the original mice to scamper out of 
their nests to their food. .Miss Derrldk 
however exprrswd lier doubts as to 
whether the baby mice were with their 
parents while this experiment, which 
was continuously taking place, was 
being carried out.

Three Campus Newspapers Issued in as Many Days — • fTht 
Ked Herring" Ciculated to Deprecate "Manitoba Stu- 
dent", Independent Journal Published by Former Editor 
of "The Manitoban" — Copies of "The Red Herrinf" 
Seized by University Authorities — Alleges Necking 
Parties at Council Meetings and Guzzling in Bootleggers' 
Dives — Editor of "Sheet" Discovered to be Newly Ap- 
pointed Head of Council Organ. 

(Special to McGill Daily) 

Winnipeg. Man. February II. — Three campus newtpfepen 
have been issued in as many days at the University of Manitoba. 
One of them was immediately suppressed, copies seized by Univer- 
sity authorities, and several libel suits against the publishers are now 
pending. The "Manitoban" official atudents' newspaper appeared 
on the campus yesterday, the "Manitoba Student," an independent 
college paper, edited by Leonard L. Knott, for two yeara editor of 
the "Manitoban", made its first appearance on Monday. 

Late Tuesday night the other publication, appearing under the 
name of "Red Herring," .itartled the students of the Univertity 
with scandalous reports involving almost every outstanding ttuîdent 
in the University.

It Is stated that Fevcnil of the ar- 
liclos are criminally libelous, but 
since the writers have agreed to pub- 
licly apologirs and resign from all 
student offlrr». \: In possible thai the 
matter may be iliojiped. 

The publication of the "Herring" 
csmo about as a result of the diamls- 
sal of Mr. Knott from the position of 
editor of the ■•.Miinttuhan" and his 
snhseiiuent piihllratinn of an Inde. 
pendent pap«r. tin- ■.Manltolia i^iii- 
denl". .Mr. Knott had maintained that 
the ".Manitoban" shoaild have the 
freedom ordinarily .iccorded lo news- 
papers. 

Council Objected 

The students' council Insisted that 
It could not allow Itnelf to be criti- 
cised in the columns of the college 
paper ajid that the editor either sub- 
mit to the wliinrial direction of the 
council or resipii. .Mr. Knott refused 
to rewlgn until the question had been 
taken to the student body, the coun- 
cil refused to consult the students, 
and dismissed hWii. 

As a result, the a.ssist.mt edlioi- 
and several of the outstanding edi- 
torial workers on the "Manitoban" 
immediately resigned and began pub- 
lication of an independent newspaper 
with .Mr Knott as oditor. The "Mani- 
toban". with U.avid A .MucLinnan 
acting a.s editor pro teni endeavoured 
to stop the new publication from ap- 
pearing, first by cIrcuUu-izIng local 
merchants with a warning not to ad- 
vertise in the ".Manitoba Student" 
and later by having the new paper 
put out of the print shop and endeav- 
oring to destroy their cred't In other 
shops. In spite of this opposition, 
the "Student" appeaxcd on the campus 
Monday morning and whs distributed 
In every building. 

"Dirty Rag'' 

On Tuesday night the "herring" w.Ts 
issued directed against the new pub- 
llcaliyn which it described as a "dirty 
rag" and with a personal attack 
against the editor. Although no names 
appeared upon the masthead, and the 
publishers were at first unknown, 
yesterday's "Manitoban'' carries an ad- 
mission slgnod by the five students 
responsible for the "Herring". Tlie 
five sliidents arc h41 ntembers of lliv
